(v) A sum of Rs. 25 (Rs. twenty five only ) shall be paid in lump to 

the student of the said school who secures the highest marks in 
the final examination of the Fifth Standard conducted in the

6 . If in any year more than one student are found eligible for the 
scholarship by securing the same number of marks the scholarship amount 
will be divided among them equally . 

7. The scholarship may be held concurrently with any other 
scholarship 

8. Application for the scholarship shall be submitted by the Headmaster, 
S.M.V. School, Poonjar to the Administrator within seven days from the 
date of publication of the results every year . 

9. On receipt of the application from the Headmaster, the scholarship 
shall be awarded by the Administrator without reference to caste , creed or 
sex within one month from the date of reopening of the school and the fact 
of such award with relevant particulars will be published by the Head 
master of the said school in the notice board for information of the public. 

10. Requisition for payment of annual interest shall be sent by the 
Administrator immediately on receipt of application forward from the 
Headmaster and the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments shall thereupon 
arrange to place the annual interest at the disposal of the Administrator .
